Boost
Asked

A city tax rate which would
add about $5 to the average
homeowner's tax bill has been
recommended to the City
Council by City Manager Wade
Peebles with his budget rec-
ommendations for the 1962-63
fiscal year which begins next
July 1,

Peebles' first budget to the
city since he was named to the
top administrative post calls
for expenditures of $7,102,100
with a contemplated deficit of
$225.500 with the current tax
rate.

Some additional trimming
could bring the budget into
balance, Peebles said in his
budget message.

A TAX HIKE of $0.022 per
hundred would wipe out the
deficit based on an anticipated
assessed valuation of nearly
$237 million, the city manag.
er's report said,

Included in expenditures for
the year would be a general 5
per cent salary increase for all
employes, He also suggested
that all city personnel be
placed on the same holiday
schedule, giving each employe
11 paid holidays, Field forces
now get 7 and the office em-
ployes 11,

Other suggestions include al.
lowances for uniforms for po-
lice officers, formation of a
separate sanitation department
and a capital outlay program
which would include remodel-
ing of the police station, a test

ture library development,

THE CITY Council will take
its first official look at the
budget Wedneseday night and
